ORR Scares Up Dickens' Classic

There's a poignant and rather chilHng scene in 
the Old Rochester Regional High School Drama Club's 
latest incarnation of Charles Dickens' classic, A Christmas 
Carol, where the notorious Ebenenzer Scrooge not only 
gets a glimpse of his potential fate but ends up wander- 
ing around the flickering flames of hell, being 
told he's about to become a clerk for the Devil 
himself.

the ORR Drama Club. "Scrooge never reahzed that he had 
let life go by ... and it's a lesson everyone can benefit from. 
How long can we hang on to negative things in life? It's 
really a timeless classic.'' 

The popular holiday production has become a 
staple of Sardinha's repertoire and has been traditionally 
performed every three years since 1994 at the high school. 
It's a sprawling and festive musical production which 
takes weeks to rehearse and fine-tune and includes a cast 
of some 97 student-actors from not only ORR, but also 
Mattapoisett's Old Hammondtown School, Marion's Sip- 
pican School, and Rochester's Memorial School. 

"The coordination is the biggest challenge ... there 
are so many aspects to this show," Mr. Sardinha said. 
"My shows are all set- and prop-heavy ... (so) the chang- 
ing of the sets need to be coordinated with the lighting 
cues ... there's an immense amount of hours that goes into 
this." 

Mr. Sardinha noted that for a typical ORR Drama 
Club production they go through nine hours of weekly 
rehearsals for 12 weeks and up to eight hours on week- 
ends before a show opens. And students do everything 
from performing onstage to shuffling sets back and forth 
to operating the computerized light board. It's a tight, 
well-organized production all carefully guided by Mr. 
Sardinha. 

The director also gives credit to his longtime 
costume designer, Helen Blake, who's been working with

him since his second production and once again will be 
laboring on the period costumes for A Christmas Carol. 

"She's worked with me for 15 years and the kids 
really love her/' he said. ''She has been a main staple of 
the (ORR) Drama Club."

poisett Tree Committee has been taking inventory of the 
work they have accomplished this year as the group nears 
its goal of planting 150 trees commemorating Mattapoi- 
sett's 150th birthday. With a little more than one month 
remaining in the calendar year, the committee still has a 
few more trees to plant in order to reach their objective.

The disease has 
taken its toll on the canopy of the town claiming dozens 
of elms that once lined the streets of Mattapoisett. 

According to Ms. Hering, the tree committee 
is about forty trees short of its goal for the year and the 
group is reaching out to the citizens of Mattapoisett for 
help with their endeavor. "We have planted about 110 
trees so far,'' said Ms. Hering, adding, "What we are hop- 
ing for is that there may be people out there who have 
planted trees that we do not know about.

Bam Building 
Team Works to Raise Marion Barn

Holmes Street is a typically quiet Marion street. 
Just a couple of blocks from the beach, the houses are 
neither too big nor too small, trees line either side of the 
road shading the neatly-maintained yards.

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to the mast. "I just kept telling them no, that's a crane/'

homeowner with a home valued at $400,000 is only going 
to save $104." 

Mr. Eames noted, however, that if they opted for 
a split tax rate, businesses such as Sippican, Inc. and Burr 
Brothers, Inc. would see tax bill hikes of $50,221.84 and 
$30,843.42, respectively. 

"We recommend you maintain a single tax rate 
for both residential and commercial property," Mr. Eames 
said. "The tax rate will be $7.56, which is about 50 cents 
over last year." 

At a rate $7.56 per $1,000, the average homeowner 
with a home valued at $300,000 would expect a tax bill of 
about $2,268. 

The board next met with Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller and Officer Richard Nighelli who he is recom- 
mending to be promoted to the rank of sergeant, replac- 
ing the retiring Sergeant Savery. 

"Richard has been with the department since 
2003 ... and previously worked with the Nantucket Police 
Department," Chief Miller said. "He intends to stay with 
the department for a long career." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to pro- 
mote Officer Nighelli as recommended. 

Chief Miller next discussed a request to appoint 
Shellfish Officer Isaac Perry as a Special Police Officer 
with the Marion Police Department. "This allows him to 
enforce laws on land as well as on the waterfront," Chief 
Miller said. "This is more a technical appointment."

At 8:03 pm the board met with members of the 
Marion Fireworks Committee and the Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom) to discuss funding for next year's fireworks 
display. 

"We had a very successful fireworks display 
last summer ... (but) we came across a problem that we 
wanted to bring to your immediate attention," said Chair- 
man Reg Foster. 

"This year, we immediately noted that the costs 
for fireworks and barge services were going to move at a 
rate that was reasonably beyond our fundraising efforts," 
said Fireworks Committee member Chris Collings. "So, 
before we started a fundraising drive and soliciting bids ... 
we wanted to come before the board and discuss openly 
what would happen if we fell short with our fundraising 
efforts?" 

According to Mr. Foster, they raised about 
$35,000 last year but the total cost was $40,000. At the 
last minute, they received a generous $10,000 donation to 
put them over the top. But given the expected increase in 
fuel costs, the expense of having fireworks shipped from 
China, and the added expense of hiring additional public

safety, they anticipate the total cost for the event to be 
closer to $50,000 all inclusive for 2008. 

"A $5,000 or $6,000 shortfall needs to be recog- 
nized ... (before we) go forward with bids,'' Mr. Collings 
said. 

"I think we need to make a decision of whether 
we would supplement (the fireworks display) if there is 
a shortfall,'' Selectman Jeffrey said. "I love the fireworks, 
but I think we realistically have to look at this. If it goes 
up 10 or 20 percent the next year, how long are we going 
to be able to keep this up?"

where would it come from? The only available source 
would be the Reserve Fund. My other concern is if the 
town provides funding for (the fireworks), residents 
might not donate. The FinCom is in agreement that we not 
fund the fireworks display.'' 

Selectman Jeffrey suggested the Fireworks Com- 
mittee proceed with fundraising this year, but maybe 
delay the actual fireworks event until 2009 to allow them 
time to ascertain how much money they have in hand 
before soliciting bids for vendors. 

'T think fundamentally a decision has to be made 
by this town on whether they support the fireworks or 
not,'' Mr. Foster said. 'T'm not very enthusiastic about 
collecting money ... and just keep it for a year.

water in the future/' said Planning Board member Robert 
Cummings. "We spent money to join the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Water District (and) have set aside our rights 
to water for the Town of Rochester. Now along comes a 
project where the developer has said Took, Til pay for it.' 
It will service a group of 34 homes being constructed in 
Rochester and serves them in a better way than what will 
be allowed (otherwise). YouTl end up with 34 individual 
wells." 

'T think we should consider what Mr. Cummings 
is saying, but the developer should be willing to spend 
some engineering costs to determine where the water is 
coming from," Mr. TaCamera said. 

"(Mr. DiBona) has said the water main is a better 
option but a more expensive one for him," Mr. Kunz said. 
"But he's said he's willing to do it, but there may not be 
much room for negotiation." 

Mr. Cummings also noted by running a water 
main down New Bedford Road, they are bringing the 
water source closer to the town's Memorial School, which 
recently had problems with contamination in their well. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
TaCamera first suggested the following holiday schedule 
for the Rochester Town Hall: closed all day on Monday, 
December 24 and Tuesday, December 25 for Christmas;

The Old Rochester Regional High School 
Football Team ended their season with their traditional 
Thanksgiving Day game versus the Apponequet High 
School Lakers on Thursday, November 22. For many of 
the players, it would be the final time they would strap on 
the pads and take the field for the red and black of ORR. 
The results were not what the team may have desired, but 
the team can hold onto the memories of a season where 
they fought hard every down and played well enough to 
have a shot in the SouthCoast Conference (SCC) crown in 
the season's final weeks. 

Apponequet's Trevor Hinkle opened the scoring 
on a 36-yard gallop in the second quarter. The Bulldogs 
answered with two scores of their own as workhorse 
running back Franck Tebou scored on runs of one and 
two yards to give ORR a 14-7 half-time lead. The Lakers 
opened the second half by answering the Bulldogs on 
Hinkle's second TD run of the day.

No Country for Old Men, Starring Tommy Lee Jones and 
Josh Brolin. Directed by Joel and Ethan Coen. Running 
time: 122 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Anyone reading No Country for Ola Men as a thriller about good vs. 
evil is a little short or the mark, I think. To me, it's a Zen koan about life 
and death. The koan issues forth from the lips of Cormac McCarthy, the 
grizzled master who won the Pulitzer this year for his post-apocaryptic 
fable The Road. McCarthy's ruminative 2005 novel — named after a 
line in a Yeats poem — serves as the basis for this film, a sharp return 
to seriousness for Joel and Ethan Coen after some larking around. The 
Coens' movies often feature desperate men committing crimes, and also 
important characters perishing offscreen. McCarthy's book has both, so 
it's as if he wrote it for the Coens. They have responded with a fully alert 
film of quiet and considerable power that is only incidentally about find- 
ing two million dollars of drug cash and trying to run away with it. 

Such a happenstance befalls Llewellyn Moss (Josh Brolin), trying to 
pick off antelopes in the Texas desert when he spots a blood trail in the 
sand. It leads him to the money, along with much death. Llewellyn makes 
off with the suitcase of cash, sending his wife (Kelly McDonald) off to 
her mama's house and dodging the bad men who want the money back. 
One of them is the baddest of bad men, Anton Chigurh (Javier Bardem), 
who travels with a captive bolt pistol, the sort used to punch holes in the 
tough skulls of cattle. Chigurh has an unplaceable southwestern/ Latin 
accent, as if he emerged from the Texas /Mexico border itself, sent by 
the very earth to monitor the troubles of humans and occasionally end 
them. 

In what amounts to a supporting role elevated to the status of moral 
center. Tommy Lee Jones walks uneasily through the movie as Ed Tom 
Bell, a sheriff close to retirement. Ed Tom feels social entropy in his bones: 
he observes that, once you stop hearing ''sir" and "ma'am," that's when 
you know it's over. The sheriff wants to find Llewellyn, to save him from 
certain disaster, but Llewellyn doesn't want to be found. Chigurh will 
find him regardless; he always does. Tommy Lee Jones lets his voice 
go soft and high, almost feminine. He's like Lillian Gish in Night of the 
Hunter, taking arms against casual savagery, but without her gumption. 
The older Ed Tom gets, the more he feels the inevitability of Chigurh's 




triumph. 

As you may have gathered. No Country for Old Men is artsier and 
deeper trian most anything else the Coens have done, with the exception 
of the willfully cryptic Barton Fink and the masterpiece Miller s Crossing. 
Here they bring all their monkish technique to bear: there's hardly any 
music, but such sounds as an air tank lightly settling on pavement and 
a candy wrapper uncrinkling itself on a gas-station counter dominate 
the soundtrack. The action begins in sun-baked majesty but eventually 
retreats into shadowy motel rooms. The story is set in 1980 but, less a few 
details, could unfold in 1880. Chigurh keeps coming, an art-house Michael 
Myers, and Javier Bardem instills him with a diabolical calmness. He's not 
a psycho, not a monster, not the Devil: he's a much bigger figure. Death 
itself, and there's not much life around to rise in resistance to him. Nor 
would life, in the end, trump him anyway. Bardem's Chigurh is patient, 
never showing even a flicker of anger; he's the most frightening thing 
I've seen in a movie in a long time. 

The film left me feeling slightly fatigued and fragile, but wanting 
to see it again. The Coens, like McCarthy before them, use a thriller 
structure to cut to the heart of the big mysteries. What can life mean if it 
ends? Does it mean more or less? Chigurh sometimes offers people a coin 
toss to determine whether they end or go on. One person complies, not 
understanding the gravity of the offer; another refuses, perhaps on the 
grounds that life and death shouldn't be a game for one man to decide. No 
Country for Old Men tracks various people chasing after money or security, 
the things that are supposed to keep us happy and ward off darkness, 
but which mean so little that the pursuit of these things doesn't even 
guarantee you an onscreen death. This is the blackest /z7m noir in years.
